Fire Bombs Hit 
Two Marin Homes 


The San Rafael apartment of 


an Independent-Journal employ­ 


ee and the Tamalpais Valley re­ 


sidence of a 93-year-old man, 
whose 
home 
was 
apparently 
mistaken for that of an employ­ 
ee of the n e w s p a p e r , were 
struck today by terrorists hur­ 
ling fire bombs. 


The four occupants of the two 
dwellings escaped injury and 
damage was minimal, although 
it took the alertness of a passing 
motorist 
and 
the quick 
fire­ 
fighting efforts of the aged man 
to avert catastrophe at both lo­ 
cations. 


The attacks came between 2 
and 3 a.m. at the second-story 
apartment of Alan P. Beckley, 
33, at 1545 
Fourth Street. San 
Rafael, and at the residence of 
T. A. George at 387 Pinehill 
Road, Tamalpais Valley. 


Beckley is an I-J employee. 


and George, a retired flour mill­ 


er. was apparently mistaken for 
an employee of the newspaper 
named T. George, according to 
sheriff’s deputies. 


Beckley and his wife, Jerrec, 
were asleep at 2:50 a.m. when a 
homemade 
b o m b containing 
kerosene 
was flung 
at 
their 
apartment. The burning device 
broke apart, with a quart jar 
containing the flammable liquid 
crashing through their window 
into the living room and the 
flaming wick landing on a ledge 
outside the building, igniting the 
exterior. 


The kerosene did not ignite, 
but an unidentified passing mo­ 
torist spotted the flames on the 
ledge and summoned firemen. 
Beckley said later he and his 
wife had slept t h r o u g h the 
bombing and did not realize

When the publisher's representative demurred, the I.T.U. 
representative stated. “ I don't know of any basis on which 
to schedule further meetings.” A coalition of other unions 
offered proposals of settlement to both parties. These were 
rejected by the Typographical Union and 011 Jan. 7, 1970 
the printer's union struck the Independent-Journal.

He fought a losing battle last 
night against seating the new 
councilmen prior to the recount. 
He questioned City Atty. Wal­ 
lace Myer’s interpretation of the 
election laws and charged that 
the law’s were “ confusing on 
how the election should proceed 
and how the city should pro­ 
ceed.’’

Vietnam. Sho rtly afterwards my 
relativ e was freed. He is o ne o f 
o nly nine who has been allo wed 
repatriatio n by the Hano i go v ­ 
ernment. 


This is all the mo re reaso n 
why I urge Americans to keep 
o n sending letters, fo r no w I 
kno w first-hand what so m e 1400 
priso ners o f war are suffering. 
They do no t hav e pro per fo o d o r 
m edical 
care, 
they 
hav e 
no 
co mmunicatio n with the o utside 
wo rld — o ften their families 
do n't kno w whether they are liv ­ 
ing o r dead. They are so m e­ 
times kept in so litary co nfine­ 
ment fo r e x t e n d e d perio ds. 
So me 
hav e go ne 
almo st two 
y ears witho ut speaking to ano th­ 
er h u m a n who understands 
them. 


Yet the leaders o f No rth Viet­ 
nam hav e sho wn they are sensi­ 
tiv e to wo rld and U.S. public o p­ 
inio n. It is impo rtant that they 
be made aware that the o v er­ 
whelming majo rity o f American 
citizens, regardless o f their indi­ 
v idual beliefs abo ut the war. are 
deeply c o n c e r n e d abo ut the 
treatment o f priso ners.

I-J Refused 


Right To Tour 


New Church 


The Independent-Journal has 
been refused permission to view 
and photograph the nearly com­ 
pleted St. Mary’s Cathedral in 
San F r a n c i s c o because of 
church officials’ sympathy with 
printers striking the newspaper 
Msgr. Thomas J. Rowe, pas­ 
tor of St. Mary’s, raised the 
strike issue when an I-J report­ 
er called to inquire when a tour 
could be arranged. Rowe said 
he felt an invitation would be 
improper at this time, adding 
that he personally “ would not 
cross a picket line.1’ 
Rowe referred to an article in 
last week's Monitor, the archdio- 
cesan newspaper, reporting an 
effort by Rev. John J. O’Connor 
of the Catholic Social Services 
Agency of Marin and other cler­ 
gymen to persuade the Marin 
County Board of Supervisors to 
form a fact-finding committee 
in the labor dispute. 
Bowe’s decision was support­ 
ed by Msgr. Donnell Walsh, 
chancellor of the San Francisco 
Archdiocese, w h i e h includes 
Marin. Walsh said he sympath­ 
ized with Bowe’s stand in the 
matter, though he was not fami­ 
liar with the issues. 
When the Independent-Journal 
told Walsh it was surprised the 
Catholic church would intervene 
in a labor dispute, especially 
one it did not completely under­ 
stand. Walsh r e s p o n de d , “ 1 
don’t see why you find that sur­ 
prising in a town like this (San 
Francisco.)” 
“ Monsignor Bowe is the pas­ 
tor there and he has complete 
authority to do whatever he 
likes.” Walsh said. ‘‘We don't 
interfere with our priests.” 
Asked whether this meant 
that Bowe could bar admittance 
to St. Mary’s to anyone, even on 
thn basis of race, color or creed. 
Walsh said. “ Yes. if he so 
chooses.”

On April 2, New York 
Life, fourth largest insurance 
company in the United States, 
had been doing business f o r 
125 years. Since it had assets 
of $10.3 billion at the end of 
1969 it obviously survived t h e 
Sioux

In the early days of the West 
and New York Life, it 
was

do business. I.E.A. Studdart. an 
ambitious New York Life agent 
based in St. Paul, Minn, from 
1868 
to 
1882, 
periodically 
canvassed 
outlying 
settlement 
and 
U.S. 
Army 
forts 
in 
Wyoming and Montana. 


Among Studdart's policy own­ 
ers was Custer. Proof of agent 
Studdart’s 
thoroughness 
was 
that he not only insured Custer 
but also five fellow officers. All 
six died battling the Sioux on 
the banks of the Little Big Horn 
on June 25. 1876. New York Life 
paid out $40.000 in death claims 
to the heirs of Custer, Capts. 
Myles W. Keogh and George W 
Yates and Lis. John Crittenden, 
James Calhoun and James E. 
Porter.

“ I am u nho lding the decis­ 
io n m ade by Fo rest Su p erv iso r 
Hank Branagh to manage the 
no rthern p o rtio n o f the Granite 
Chief area fo r back co u ntry 
recreatio n, and the so u thern 
p o rtio n fo r fu ll reso u rce u se,” 
he wro te. 
The area, he said, o ffers o p ­ 
p o rtu nities fo r fu tu re recrea­ 
tio nal u se o n p o rtio ns o f na­ 
tio nal fo rest land needed to 
meet the increasing p u blic de­ 
mand fo r family c a m p i n g , 
h u n t i n g , fishing and sight­ 
seeing. 
DECISION o f the Fo rest Ser­ 
v ice means that a ro ad o r 
r o a d s may be co nstru cted 
thro u gh the so u thern p o rtio n o f 
the area, o p ening u p a v ast 
new area to the p u blic fo r 
hu nting, fishing, camp ing, etc. 
This wo u ld be in co ntrast to 
restricting the nearly 40.000 
areal to the higer who p acks 
in, either by ho rses o r by fo o t. 
The Sierra Clu b has been 
su ccessfu l so 
f a r in deny ing the 
right to dev elo p the Mineral 
King area as a mu ltip le re­ 
creatio nal and all-y ear-ro u nd 
mo u ntain p leasu re sp o t, hav ­ 
ing tied this area east o f Fres­ 
no u p in the federal co u rts. 
Bu t at least, Fo rest Serv ice 
actio n has sav ed o ne area fo r 
the p eo p le.

'Wolf' Calls At Civic Center; 


What if Real Wolf Comes? 


A ‘‘Civic Center Emergency 
Evacuation Plan” distributed 
to all the departments in the 
County Administration Build­ 
ing and Hall of Justice recent­ 
ly does not seem to have 
caught the fancy of the old 
Courthouse gang. 
The instructions worked up 
by the sheriff’s department in­ 
clude some chilling thoughts 
on what to do if you happen to 
come across a bomb and end 
up with the a d mo n i t i o n . 
“ Treat every fire alarm as an 
actual emergency.” 
Since the new Hall of Justice 
was occupied at Christmas 
time, there have been three 
false alarms. The most recent 
last week resulted in total di­ 
sobedience on the part of 
many to the rules. 


TWO JUDGES refused to ad­ 
journ court—thus obliging all 
those caught in their depart­ 
ments to remain. “ 1 can’t tell 
a judge he has to leave,” a 
frustrated deputy sheriff said. 
The district attorney’s office 
and probation department also 
were filled with dissidents who 
sat out the alarm in their off­ 
ices. 
Those souls who did leave 
offices and courtrooms got as 
far as the lobbies, and discov­ 
ering the cold wind outside, re­ 
mained inside until ordered to 
go out in the parking lot. 
All of this confusion took 
quite a while—and a bomb or 
fire would have had plenty of 
m 
to destroy the building. 


As for this reported. I took 
rule no. 5 seriously—"women 
will be evacuated first"—and 
ma n a g e d to beat almost 
everyone out of the building. 


HEARD LAST WEEK that 
this year s election is prevent­ 
ing the sheriff’s inspectors 
from enjoying their usual cof­ 
fee breaks in the Civic Center 
cafeteria. 
It seems they were given the 
word that it might look as if 
they weren’t doing much de­ 
tecting if they appeared en 
masse every day for coffee. 
The inspectors, however, ac­ 
cording to spies, have just 
moved their operation back to 
their old haunt, the Courthouse 
Creamery in San Rafael. 


SPEAKING of the election, 
the race by 13 candidatesfor 
the municipal court judge's 
past is mastly a pretty low key 
affair. One of the candidates, 
however, has been popping up 
wherever he can find a few 
people gathered together. 
He hit on a new tactic re­ 
cently. A candidate for U. S. 
senator came to Marin and 
had s e v e r a l appearances i 
scheduled. The would-be judge 
showed up at each one of the I 
senatorial candidate's gather­ 
ings, and under the guise of 
asking a question, introduced < 
himself, announced he was! 
running for judge, and pre-! 
sented a short speech in ques­ 
tion form.

THE PEOPLE'S SCHOOLS 


Bills Would Help Union 
Control Studies In Schools

In January, the local affi­ 
liates of the California Teach­ 
ers Association and AFL-CIO 
American F e d e r a t i o n of 
Teachers in the Los Angeles 
Unified School District voted 
to merge. In April, the merged 
organization called a teacher 
strike. 


At the same time the Los 
Angeles teachers walked out, 
it was disclosed that merger 
talks were under way between 
CTA and AFT affiliates in the 
San Francisco school system. 


JUST A FEW days earlier, a 
bill prepared and sponsored by 
the CTA was introduced in the 
California State Senate which 
would require school boards to 
“ negotiate in good faith” with 
a single bargaining agent cho­ 
sen by the majority of teach­ 
ers, instead of the Win ton Act 
requirement that the board 
“ meet and confer” with a re­ 
presentative teacher negotiat­ 
ing committee. The bill also 
calls for all agreements to be 
reduced to contract form, esta­ 
blishes fact-finding and media­ 
tion machinery, and provides 
for binding arbitration. 


This bill, SB 1193, is very 
similar to an unsuccessful one 
introduced for CTA last year 
by Sen. Richard J. Dowling, 
R-San Mateo. The new version 
was introduced by Sen. John 
F. McCarthy, R-San Rafael, 
who is not seeking re-election. 
McCarthy’s bill is not the 
first introduced this year to 
bring the Winton Act more 
i nt o line with compulsory 
union negotiation as provided 
by the National Labor Rela­ 
tions Act. SB 293, by Sen. Al­ 
bert S. Rodda, D-Sacramento. 
a former teacher, would re­ 
quire school boards to “ meet 
and confer in good faith” and 
set up arbitration committees. 
Apparently it did not go far 
enough to suit the CTA, which 
then persuaded McCarthy to 
introduce its own version. 


OTHER BILLS to strengthen 
the already strong hand of 
t e a c h e r organizations have | 
been introduced in the Assem­ 
bly. 
AB 1140. by Assemblyman 
March K. Fong, D-Oakland. a 
former teacher, would remove 
junior college teachers from 
Winton Act jurisdiction and 
place them under the Govern­ 
ment Code provisions of the 
Meyers-Milias B r o w n Act. 
This latter act provides for a 
single bargaining agent and 
NLRA negotiation procedures. 
AB 1945, by Assemblymen 
J a m e s A. Hayes. R-Long 
Beach, and William Campbell. 
R-Hacienda Heights, Los An­ 


geles County (the latter a 
former school administrator), 
would give school employee 
organizations the r i g h t to 
bring suit in behalf of any 
member, and would make this 
right retroactive. 


WHAT WOULD happen if a 
single teacher union — that 
merged CTA and AFT — had 
exclusive 
bargaining rights, 
guaranteed by law, over “ all 
matters relating to the defini­ 
tion of educational objectives, 
the determniation of the con­ 
tent of courses and curricula, 
the selection of textbooks, and 
other aspects of the instruc­ 
tional program” (language of 
the Winston Act which neither 
Rodda’s nor McCarthy’s bill 
would change)? 


A small part of the answer 
may be found in two lesson 
plans prepared by the United 
Federation of Teachers, the 
AFT unit in New York City, 
which were used in New York 
schools and circulated t AFT 
members nationwide. 


THE FIRST. “ The ABC’s of 
the General Electric Strike,’’ 
gave a completely pro-union 
version of last winter’s strike 
against General Electric Co. 
The second, “ Huelga! Farm 
Workers Battle for Justice.” 
gives a completely pro-union 
version of the United Farm 
Workers Organizing Commit­ 
tee’s attempt to unionize Cali­ 
fornia grape pickers. It calls 
on teachers to tell their pupils 
“ Don’t buy California grapes.” 
It suggests a pupil 
letter- 
writing campaign on behalf of 
Cesar Chavez and the UFWOC 
to senators, congressmen, se­ 
cretaries of agruculture and 
labor, and “ local storekeepers 
and supermarket chainstores." 
If a single union had the 
rights already granted by the 
Winton Act plus those pro­ 
posed in either SB 293 or SB 
1193, there would be no way to 
prevent the adoption of union 
propanganda as texts and les­ 
son plans in California schools.

Lon Nol opened up this possi­ 
b ility last week when he issued 
a call for aid from other na­ 
tions, saying he would accept 
“ all unconditional foreign aid 
from all sources.” 
Senate 
Democratic

Mike Mansfield has led the op­ 
position to any extension of 
American military aid, no mat­ 
ter what the form, to Cambodia. 


Other opposition to answering 
the Lon Nol appeal has come 
from Sens. Frank Church, an 
Idaho Democrat, and John Sher­ 
man Cooper, Republican from 
Kentucky.

posal to ban the use of Ameri­ 
can combat troops in Cambodia, 
a prohibition similar to one 
passed last year regarding Laos 
and Thailand. 
“ In the light of our tragic ex­ 
perience in Vietnam,” Church 
said, the “ United States must 
avoid being pulled into a wider 
war. I believe, instead, that is in 
our national interest to disen­ 
gage as soon as possible from 
the whole region.”

The Mill Valley City council 
took only a few minutes after 
canvassing the vote last night to 
elect George E 
Wickham as

enue. 


Earlier, outgoing Mayor Dean 
N. Meyer, presiding over his 
last meeting, read a statement 
detailing some of the projects 
he wished the city had accom­ 
plished during his term. 


These included the implemen­ 
tation of the 701 planning pro­ 
gram, extension of Miller Aven­ 
ue across the marshlands to 
Highway 101 and annexation of 
the Strawberry Shopping Center 
area. 
Councilman 
Jerome C. 
Hauke presented him with a 
gavel on behalf of the council 
when Meyer closed the meeting I 
to make way for the new* coun­ 
cil. 


Councilmen then turned to a 
discussion of awarding a con­ 
tract to Maggiora and Ghilotti 
contractors to r e p a i r storm 
damage at 290 Ethel Avenue. 
Hauke asked that the award 
of the $6,-518 contract be post­ 
poned two weeks, but the coun-1 
cil voted 3-2. with Wickham and 
Hauke d i s s e n t i n g, to move 
ahead on the project. 
Hauke first, proposed closing 
the trouble-prone street at the 
latest slide because “this is just 
one in a long series of past and 
future slides.” 
But this suggestion was firmly 
opposed by Edward J. Boesse- 
necker and Robert H. And resen. 
who said they felt that such a 
move should not be taken with­ 
out holding a public hearing on 
the matter. 
“I just can’t see any end to 
spending money to fix slides on 
that road,” Hauke said. “1 think 
it would be cheaper to close the 
street and buy some of the hous-

es up there than to keep spend­ 
ing $20,000 a year to fix the 
road.” 


Wickham said he agreed that 
the road was causing the city a 
lot of trouble. “Since I’ve been 
on the council there have been 
three or four major repairs to 
Ethel Avenue. Other streets in 
the city have been lucky to get 
an occasional patch-up in that 
time." 
City E n g i n e c r Stanley M. 
Bala told the council that 60 per 
cent of the construction cost

A charge of illegal voting, de­ 
mand for a recount of the April 
14 Fairfax election, and lengthy 
often acrimonious discussion of 
other 
election-related 
matters 
last night snarled from the out­ 


set the transfer of power from 
the old city council to the new. 
“ In any other town, this would 
have been a normal process,” 
o u t g o i n g Mayor Francis J. 
0 ’C o n n e 11 told the standing- 
r o o m -o nl y crowd before the 
council began. 


Two hours later, Lee Nelder 
and Albert Gately were in the 
council seats of Robert R. 
Souza and Adelaide p. Wilson, 
both of whom lost bids for 
reelection ,and Frank J. Eg- 
ger was elected mayor and 
Cornelis Van Vliet mayor pro 
tern. 


Nelder. w i t h o u t comment,! 
abstained on the Egger vote and 
voted against Van Vliet. 
Souza, who came in fourth in 
the race for three seats last 
week and followed Gately by 
only three votes, requested the 
recount. 


He fought a losing battle last 
night against seating the new 
councilmen prior to the recount. 
He questioned City Atty. Wal­ 
lace Myer’s interpretation of the 
election laws and charged that 
the laws were “ confusing on 
how the election should proceed 
and how the city should pro­ 
ceed.” 


Mrs. Wilson said she didn't 
think the Election Code was 
difficult at all. “ I find it quite 
simple on how to proceed,” 
she said. 


Souza voted against approving 
the tally of last week’s vote and 
said, “ I know of one illegal vote 
and it's h i g h l y questionable 
about the tabulation of the oth­ 
ers.” 


It 
was 
learned

that 
Souza was referring to a “ strict­ 
ly 
confidential” 
memo 
from 
Frances Lestanguet, city admin­ 
istrator, to the council, giving 
the name of a resident who vot­ 
ed though not registered. 


The rest of the council voted 
to approve the tally, and was 
about to proceed with the seat- 
ing 
of 
the 
new councilmen. 
when Robert G. Laidley of 34 
Meadow Way shouted from the 
audience. “ Who's the new chief 
of police?” 
Leo T. Cronin of 12 San Ga­ 


briel Court was sitting in the 
chair reserved for Chief of Pol- 
I ice James R. Orr. Orr was sit- 
I ting next to him. 
“ It's just a seating arrange­ 
ment,” O'Connell said as Orr 
and Cronin switched seats. 
“ It's a seating arrangement, 
my eye,” Laidley shouted back. 


O'Connell angrily told Laid­ 
ley, “ You can mouth off at 
candidate’s night, but not at a 
council meeting.” 


The council then voted to seat 
the newly elected councilmen. 
with Souza abstaining. 


The new council then elected 
the new leaders and got down to, 
the business of the recount.

The name dropped was that 
of Ivy Harrison, inspector of 
p r e c i n c t 2020 at Central 
School—the precinct w h e r e 
the alleged illegal vote was j 
cast.

SACRAMENTO — Legislation 
to tighten 
residency 
require­ 
ments for junior college admis­ 
sion has run into too many prob­ 
lems to pass this year. 


Sen. John F. McCarthy, R-San 
Rafael, instead will send his 
bills to interim study by the 
Senate 
Education 
Committee, 
his office reported yesterday. 


The bill would have made the 
requirement a minimum of one 
year in the state, contrasted 
with the present p r o v i s i o n , 
which allows out-of-state stu­ 
d e n t s to establish residency 
simply by declaring their intent 
to be California residents. 
A companion bill would have 
permitted junior college district 
governing boards to give first 
priority to applicants who have 
lived in the district for at least 
one year. McCarthy’s staff not­ 
ed that this power already was 
held by the governing boards, 
thus the bill probably was unne­ 
cessary. 
One problem 
was 
the bill 
failed 
to distinguish between 
students who come to California 
on their own and those who 
come with their f a m i l i e s , 
McCarthy’s staff said. 
The objections to the bill were 
raised both by the committee’s 
staff and junior college repre­ 
sentatives.

Volunteers Take To The Trails Morin

the trails at Audubon Canyon 


Ranch this week, guiding M ar­ 


in children along the nature 
walks and to the heron's nest 
overlook above Bolinas bay. 


Last week 35 women com­ 
pleted the first year's training 
program 
to 
equip 
them 
to 
teach the ecology of the Marin 
coastal reserve near Bolinas to 
touring school children from 
Marin and throughout the Bay 
Area. Estim ate is that by June 
some 3.500 children will have 
toured the ranch, assisted by 
the v o 1 u n t e e r s, who have 
helped with the c h i 1 d r e n ’s 
classes 
in 
recent weeks as 
they themselves were complet­ 
ing their training. 


The volunteers, two or three 
at a time, conduct the children 
along the various trails of the 
ranch, pointing out the habi­ 
tats of field creatures, insects 
and birds and explaining that 
a little spider has four pairs of 
walking legs or that caterpil­ 
lars live on leaves. The child­ 
ren are already friendly with 
the volunteer before they take 
to the trails, because the week 
before their field trip she vis­ 
its their school classroom with 
a kit of slides and specimens 
and a parcel of information 
about what is to be found at 
the ranch. 


Claren Zumwalt. the head 
naturalist at the ranch, who 
has been guiding youngsters 


through the ranch for years, 


com ments that “ this experi­ 


ence has really increased the 


interest and excitement of the 


kids. They are all fired up 


when they get here because 


they know and understand so 


much of the background of 


what they are seeing.'’ 


Mrs. Tracey Van Voorhees 


of Ross has been chairm an of 


the Audubon Canyon Ranch 


Volunteers Project since it be­ 


gan last fall as a three y eari 


project of the Junior League of 


San Francisco, which includes 


the Marin m em bers. A former 
teacher 
and 
the mother of 
three children, she is now a 
m em ber of the board of direc­ 
tors of the ranch. She will soon 
become president of the Volun­ 
teers Council and will continue 
to work closely w ith Mrs. Bar­ 
rett Weber of San Francisco, 
who will become chairm an of 
the volunteers training. 


Many, but not all, of the first 
group of volunteer guides are 
Junior Leaguers. For the field 
trips they don slacks, parkas 
and sneakers for the hiking, 
bending and stretching to seek 
out 
the 
insects, 
interesting 
leaves and grasses, 
or 
the 
wood rat nests along the hill­ 
sides of the ranch property. 


“ It works out much better 
for the children now,” says 
Mrs. Rembert Kingsley, who 
directed the instruction of the 
volunteers. “ We divide each 
class of children into three 
sections so that about 15 child­ 
ren can go with each volunteer 
guide.” Then it is less crow’ded 
as the youngsters study the at­ 
tractions at the pond, the her-1 
on’s nest overlook, the wood 
rat nest and along the trails. 


The volunteer training pro­ 
gram began last October and 
included eight lectures hv biol­ 
ogists and naturalists and field 
trips into areas that relate to 


plant, insect and animal life 
on the ranch.

Hanoi May Be Influenced By 


American Letters About POWs 


DEAR HELEN: 
After I wrote to you last year 
about my relative who was a 
prisoner of war, your readers 
responded in great number ask­ 
ing the Paris delegation to stir 
up action for the humane care 
of American prisoners in North 
Vietnam. Shortly afterwards my 
relative was freed. He is one of 
only nine who has been allowed 
repatriation by the Hanoi gov­ 
ernment. 


This is all the more reason 
why I urge Americans to keep 
on sending letters, for now I 
know first-hand what some 1400 
prisoners of war are suffering. 
They do not have proper food or 
medical care, 
they 
have no 
communication with the outside 
world — often their families 
don’t know whether they are liv­ 
ing or dead. They are some­ 
times kept in solitary confine­ 
ment for e x t e n d e d periods. 
Some have gone almost two 
years without speaking to anoth­ 
er h u m a n who understands 
them. 


Yet the leaders of North Viet­ 
nam have shown they are sensi­ 
tive to world and U.S. public op­ 
inion. It is important that they 
be made aware that the over­ 
whelming majority of American 
citizens, regardless of their indi­ 
vidual beliefs about the war. are 
deeply c o n c e r n e d about the 
treatm ent of prisoners. 


Please, won’t everyone take 
tim e to write a letter pleading 
for the identification of prison­ 
ers held, the release of the sick 
and wounded, im partial inspec­ 
tion of prisoner-of-war camps, 
and the free exchange of mail:

The supervisors were told by 
attorney Hugh G. Lawrence that 
the county had unwittingly been 
permitting houseboats to dock 
on a county-owned section of 
piles on the outermost 400 feet 
of the Kappas pier. 
According to the county coun­ 
sel’s office, the section was con­ 
demned by the county in 1968 as

Saucelito Canal 
dredging project.

The s w i m m i n g pool at 


McNears Beach looked so invit­ 
ing yesterday that the Marin 


County 
Board of Supervisors 
wanted to open the beach to the 
public immediately. 
However, after inspecting the 
pool and tennis courts during 
yesterday’s lunch hour, supervi­ 
sors decided that a safety fence 
around the pool is a must, and. 
other details such as lifeguards! 
must be provided before the 
beach can be opened 
Admission price this summer 
will be 50 cents for adults over 
18 and 25 cents per child. The 
fee for the winter when the pool 
is closed will probably be $1 per 
car. but this will bo decided la­ 
ter. 
Supervisors asked Pierre W 
Joske. director of parks and re­ 
creation, to present next week 
cost figures for the pool fence, 
insurance, and staffing. They 
said they hope to open the park 
some time in June. 


Chairman John F 
Mclnnis

Gregg. 
Gregg asked the supervisors 
to approve without delay the 
proposed tidal waterways ord; 
nance, which would control fill­ 
ing and building on all tidal 
waterways in the county 
Supervisor Peter R. Arrigoni 
said a large area on the eastern 
shore of the lagoon is zoned 


commercial under the Stinson 
Beach G e n e r a l Plan. "We 
should put a moratorium on the 
zoning in the area and shift the 
commercial to an area which 
won’t require filling.'’ said Arri- 
goni. 


Chairman John F. Mclnnis re­ 
ferred Arrigoni's suggestion to 
the planning department and 
asked the county administrator 
to report on any other old fill 
permit that might still be valid.
